‘What is the position of our charchesand of God's peo.

e generally on this vital subijject? Are these dootrines
1eld amil detendeod with that tenacify and moral courage
which their importance demands? Is Giod hooorod by a
strong religious belief in His people! Taking their con
duot g8 the measare of their bolinf, doos 1t imdicate thag
vitality and consistency which must emanate from a miod
graxping the dootrines of Christ as veritable roshitios)

The caraful and honest ohserver of facts must confess
to a provalent and growing laxity in rebgious balief. We
live in an age that is excessively liberal -an aze that
seeks to accommodate ratbor than defond--to _aporeciste
the ceremoties of religion in preforence to religion itsolf,
Huoman tistes and desires are con mited before the * Ious
saith the Lord" of duty. Policy imstead of priociple s
the motive power 1n many hearts, Under the garb of
Christinn charity, falsely so oallod, many are secking
agreemont by concealment, Forms and coremonies, with
80 seriptaral warrant, nee obsarved with groat stric'noss
and parade, while doctrines smwanating rrom the otesnal
throne, and practices appoioted by the Lord of life and
alory, are gompletely ignor. d.

Many of the most essential doctrines and practicos of
Uhristinn and cliurch life ave rogacded as noimportant,
Tako, for example, the sulijoet of ehurch unity. How
many are constantly asking why all Krangelioal ehurchos
cannot unite npon & comimon platform? The simple answer
in becausa the seripturnl conditions, owing to laxity in re.
ligious belief, are not comphed with, It must bo rem .m-
bered there are certnin great Hiblioal truths to be ae-
cepred as facts, to be believed in and carried out boefora
God will permit an organic union. The Seriptures must
be necepled ns absolutely the only standard of faith and
duty, "There must be n regenersted Church membership,
Fonlty to the ordinances and doctrines of the Goapel must
decidedly be mamtained. Seriptural discipline aad spiri-
taality of worship must bo  obwerved. low
much of Jooseoess there is in the reception
of these great foundation prineiples, uamounting in some
quarters even Lo aubelfel! Thay are’regardnd 'f:y many in
practios, if not ju theory, as entirely auimportant. For
any one who can encourage 4 loosonoss hure on theso vital
points, the transition is vory sasy to the defanse of a santi
ment qiite current &% the present thne, *“ In things sse
nanlmll unily: in things not essential, liberty; in all
things, charity.” Where in God's word has Ho wivan a
dootrine or regmirement which is & “not essentml’™ Has
He informed any of Adam's race that He is in ereor io re
gard to Hisstatomenta, that some of them are important
and some of tham are not! Notlung tha* emsnstes from
God is iosignifioant. He who nambers the vary hairs of
our head, and without whose notive not even s sparrow
falls to the ground bas oot instituted any law or principle
which is not essentinl,

The trapsiti*n from this sentiment so fa'se toanother
eguilly provalent is not dithoualt. Ireter to tha motio,
““le makes no difference what you nelisve so long as von
think you are right,” Never was there an nttersace fae.
ther from the tinth. It does muke a diffarence belore
God what we believe, Our thoughts are not the stan lurd
of right. Hevnuse the heathien think they are right toat
does not make them eo  Mea n e affecred by prejadics,
edueation, cireumstances. God has given us what we are
t7. baliove. He hai not left this mast ter to human caprice,
Nor can wa add t) or take from Hisappointments without
incurring His certain displeasure,  Yeot, how many will
take rmn.f- undor this sentimont when shown to oo n
error. and speak of their ercor as of little importance!

The change from laxity in beliaf to inennsistancy in
practice is vory easy, and the existencs of the latteris
evidence of the former. Men will aet religionsly anly as
impeNed by their betiof, Their action fl'lr‘:)llrmt will be

vaduated by theie helief in Christ. Conduoct rises oo
Eighm than the faith which prompts it, oven as water wadl
not arcend above its source. Wonld o muan who really bhe-
ligvad his neighbor to bhe in danger from n terrible dissase
and knowing an effectual cure, fuil to recommend ao
urge its use? Yet how many there are, surrounded by
immortal souls, allected with the terrible malady of sin,
in dauger of everlasting punishment; who neyer recom
mend the great panscea of the Goapel! This s proof suf-
ficient of the woakness of their belief in the doctrines of
sin, retribution, and mda_-ml_-tiun.

The incoosistensios of prolessing Chrislians are aming
the moest potent helps to the cause of Batan, Did mier
have u finn belic! in all the tedchings of the Bible, thay
would mnake them the controlling prlnuiqlu of thelr life.
Their hearts wonld be nearer right. Roeotitude of lile
comes from rectitude of beact, Tho wateh will oot run
correctly if the mainspring be wrong, Nor will the prac.
tice he consistont without an unfaltering experimental
religions belief entoring into and acting upon the life.

stauncher defense and adberence to the principles and
?rauuwn of Divine sppointmett, some decldre it isan in-
ringement on hiberty of conseience snd the right of pri-
vate judgment - but this arises from & misapprabension
of what soul liberty is A church holds uer{gin truth
based, as it is believed, on the law of Christ, us esssntia
to its integrity, and s0 doos an sssociatioa of chuarches,
A member comes to hold and propagate viows contrary
to the accepted faith the charcbes, for
that reaxon o hand of fellowship is withdeawn,
perchbance. There is no persecution m this, The oon-
scisnee is oot tramiselled, the liberty @' tae Ulinreh or
individoal is not impaired, The Church and the Ass ooia-
tions bave rights and hiberties as well as the individaal,and
in exercisios them does not invade the ssreotity ol indi-
vicoal conscionce, or interfore with the right of private
Lud:mnm.

DEATH IN A STORM.
e ————
Sipgulnr Denth of nan Indino, his Squaw, and
his Deox.
A Bioux City (Iowa) paper sayz: We learn

the followhy interesting particulars of the
death of the noted Indlnu’iarmer, Yellow Hawk,
and his wife and dog, near Fort Sally, from
Colonel Bannlster, who has just returned from
the Upper Country,

Yellow Hawk was a shrewd old Indian, who
bad abandoned his native mode of life to a great
extent and gone to farming on the Peoria Bot-
tom, s fertile piece of land in the up river coun-
LTy, By his industry and economy he had accu-

mulated wealth enough to purchase a horse and
cart, with which he has been in the- habit, for
the past few years, of traversing the couuniry,
and disposing of the produets of his farm to the
different forts and posts within his reach. He
always carried with him a eanvas tent, which
he would piteh whenever he saw an approach-
Ing storm.

About three weeks ago there passed over Fort
Sully a terrible thunder-storm, and in it old
Yellow Hawk yielded tip the ghost. On the day
following the storm a party of men hs‘fpaued
to run upon a little canvas tent pitched upon
the river bank., There were no signs of life
about it, and ove of the men, out of carlosity
Went to it, and lifting the canvas door sl.ochrI
in. There, in one end of the tent, sat Yello
Hawk, erect and rigld as a statue, with his
eyes wide open, and one hand firmly grasped
on & dog's neck, and the dog standing on his
fore legs, and partly sitting oo his haunches,
staring wilding in the same direction as his
master, while on the otaer side of the dog was
the wife of Yellow Hawk, resting on her elbow
upon the ground, and staring in the same direc-
tion that the other occupauls of the tents were
gazing. The man was inexpressibly terrified
by the speetacle, and his first Impulse was to
run; but there was something so wildly strange
in thelr eyes and in the general expression of
their features, that he was bound to the spot.
Not a muscle of thelr faces moved, and they
léulc(lr their positions like statues—they were

end:

The balance of the party were atiracted to the
tent by the prolonged absence of their comrade,
and they gaw the scene nbove described. They
left the tent without disturbing the attitndes of
the dead, and wenl sn to Sully and reported
their discovery. A parly of soldiers immediately
repaired (o the spot, and found them still in the
same positions.

It is presumed they were killed by lightniog
during the storm of the previous night, still
there was no evidence that their death was
capsed in this manner. Their features bore an
expression of intense fear, but there were no
signs of the lighining's work about them, or
They were barled on the spot
where they were fonnd by the Indians.
